Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  1954  seems  to  have  been  associated  in  a return  of  confidence 
:i  n the  medical  officer  of  health  whose  area  is  not  so  large  as  to  preclude 
him  from  clinical  work,  both  in  this  Urban  District,  in  Monmouthshire  and 
in  the  country  as  a whole.  It  may  be  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Local 
Authority  Associations  have  had  something  to  do  with  it,  but  I also  feel 
that  the  local  medical  officers  themselves,  whilst  not  unwilling  to  take 
advice  and  instructions  from  above,  have  now  had  time  to  show  results  in 
their  communities  to  prove  their  versatility  and  indispensibility  whilst 
working  under  the  curiously  difficult  conditions  of  the  present-day 
administrative  tangle. 

For  my  part,  I have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  being  preoccupied 
with  a comparatively  new  line  of  research  - particularly  associated  with 
Bedwellty  - and  have  ceased  to  wear  out  my  carpets,  kick  the  dog,  or  in- 
dulge in  any  other  nervous  habits  associated  with  frustration.  Nov/,  at 
last,  feeling  that  it  is  only  a metter  of  time  before  the  prebent  public 
health  system  is  substantially  rectified,  I have  been  able  to  devote 
much  of  my  time  and  efforts  to  health  education  through  the  live  theatre 
and  puppetry,  and  I am  very  pleased  to  add  that  Dr.  Gwyn  Rocyn  Jones,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  shown  great  interest  in  my  efforts 
and  gives  me  considerable  encouragement.  In  order  that  I may  deal  with 
this  subject  completely  in  this  Annual  Report  and  return  next  year  to 
social  conditions,  I ask  your  indulgence  for  mentioning  events  in  1953 
and  1955* 

Probably  Bedwellty,  in  putting  on  "John  Hendy"  many  years  ago, 

(the  now  famous  story  of  the  dirty  milkman)  performed  the  first  health 
education  play  in  history.  This  district  being  known  as  "The  Mecca  of 
Drama"  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  Council  staged  "The  Pageant  of 
Bedwellty"  for  the  Coronation  in  1953*  Having  had  some  personal 
success  in  that  pageant,  my  wife  and  I tried  to  produce  Barrie’s 
"Quality  Street"  but  pettiness  and  personal  Jealousy  forced  us  to  aban- 
don this  project. 

Before  Christmas  1953 > however,  we  were  able  to  stage  two  perform- 
ances at  Corah’s  Factory,  Aberbargoed,  of  "Delikatessen" , the  play  of 
the  dirty  couple  in  a snack  bar.  This  was  followed  in  the  New  Year  by 
performanaces  at  New  Tredegar  and  Pengam,  and  also  the  performance  at 
Hopkinson’ s Motors,  Cardiff,  which  medical  officers,  nurses  and  sanitary 
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inspectors  were  invited  to  attend,  but  which,  for  various  reasons,  was 
the  most  unsuccessful  performance  hitherto., 

In  the  meantime,  Mrs.  Sally  Havard  of  New  Tredegar,  had  written  a 
road  safety  play  "A  Coach  for  Cinderella",  and  put  it  into  production. 
This  was  initiated  by  a competition  organised  by  the  Royal  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Accidents.  "A  Coach  for  Cinderella"  accompanied 
"Delikatessen"  at  the  New  Tredegar  and  Pengam  shows  and  was  instrumental 
in  making  both  these  performances  possible.  "A  Coach  for  Cinderella" 
tells  the  story  of  a pantomime  that  had  to  be  postponed  four  months 
owing  to  careless  cycling  by  the  leading  lady.  It  is  much  enhanced  by 

the  Muse  of  Comedy  with  a happy  ending,  which,  road  accidents  being  what 

they  are,  might  quite  easily  not  have  been  the  case.  Performances  of 
"A  Coach  for  Cinderella"  have  occurred  in  the  following  order,  including 
official  performances  for  Gelligaer  U.D.C.  Road  Safety  Committee:-  New 
Tredegar,  Pengam,  Gelligaer,  Troedrhiwfuwch,  Argoed  and  other  requests 
were  received  but  could  not  be  met  for  various  reasons.  In  every  case 
the  play  has  been  extremely  well  received  by  the  audience. 

One  single  performance  of  my  own  production  of  my  first  manuscrip- 
tea  play  "King  Alfred"  on  the  subject  of  clean  food  had  meanwhile  taken 

place  at  St.  Margaret's  Hall,  Blackwood.  This  play  has  since  been 

published,  accompanied  by  a short  article,  in  "The  Medical  Officer", 
the  leading  public  health  journal  in  this  country.  I have  also  published 
another  article  on  dramatic  health  education  in  the  World  Health  Organis- 
ation Newsletter,  which  has  an  extensive  circulation  in  a number  of 
languages. 


Unfortunately,  although  I have  used  every  means  within  my  power  to 
extend  dramatic  health  education  and  Dr.  A.J.  Dalze 11-Ward  has  publicised 
it  in  the  "Health  Education  Digest"  only  a very  small  number  of  produc- 
tions have  resulted.  This  is  extremely  disappointing  because  if 
Bedwellty  as  a local  authority  can  stage  plays,  there  seems  to  be  no 
reason  why  other  local  authorities  should  not.  I have  two  plays  on 
mental  health  and  one  on  diphtheria  immunisation  which  have  never  yet  been 
produced.  Copies  can  be  sent  free  on  demand.  There  is  every  reason  to 
think  that  these  methods  will  be  adjunctive  to  other  new  methods  being 
brought  into  use  at  present,  and  that  they  will  facilitate  the  distribut- 
ion and  perusal  of  these  recognised  means  of  revolutionising  the  attitude 
of  the  word  population  to  health  problems;  and  a start  here  has  been  made 
with  the  distribution  of  literature  published  by  the  Central  Council  of 
Health  Education  (Director  Dr.  John  Burton)  during  or  after  these  per- 
formances, or  other  issues  of  written  propaganda.  Once  the  interest  of 
the  public  has  been  aroused,  leaflets  become  advertisements.

around.  I am  now  writing  a puppet  version  of  "Red  Riding  Hood”  on  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis*  (I  have  also  had  an  offer  to  publish  "The 
Babe  in  Blunderland"* ) 

More  recently9  the  efforts  of  myself  and  those  of  Mrs0  Sally  Havard 
culminated  in  "The  Safety  First  Show".,  at  Argoed  Welfare  Hallo  Dr*  J*E* 
Seiler,  Medical  Officer  of  Healthy  Edinburgh,  some  time  ago  sent  me  a 
play  on  hone  accident  prevention  which  he  had  already  performed  in  his 
city.  This  I put  into  production  in  a Welsh  (English)  version  under  the 
altered  title  of  "Accidents  will  Happen",  and  it  had  been  first  shown  a 
few  days  previously  at  Pengam*  Bronwen,  the  daughter  of  a rather  stupid 
household  who  has  entered  Grammar  School  starts  airing  "new  f angled  ideas" 
about  home  safetyo  Sh=;  is  not  at  all  appreciated  by  the  other  members  of 
the  household  but  in  the  matter  of  twenty  minutes  a series  of  disasters 
bring  about  a speedy  conversion  of  her  parents,,  brother  and  a neighbour^ 
ing  gossip  who  could  be  relied  upon  to  carry  the  news  elsewhere*  This, 
and  what  is  probably  the  final  and  a most  polished  performance  of  "A 
Coach  for  Cinderella"  with  another  one-act  play  and  some  musical  items 
has  probably  been  our  most  sucessful  eveningI * * * * * * 8 s entertainment  so  far  and 
was  much  enhanced  by  the  attendance  of  Councillor  Gilbert  Thomas,  Dr* 

A.J.  Dalzell-Ward,  Deputy  Director,  Central  Council  of  Health  Education, 
accompanied  by  Dr*  Gwyn  Rocyn-Jones,  also  Police  Superintendant  C*L* 
Parsons  and  Police  Superintendant  M*  Morgan*  A nominal  charge  was  made 
for  admission.  I hope  also  shortly  to  embark  on  the  production  of  a 
play  "Beware  Gremlins",  published  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Prevention  of 
Accidents,  requiring  a cast  of  schoolboys,  on  the  subject  of  Road 
Safety^ 


I am  much  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Bedwellty  Urban  District 
Council  for  giving  me  permission  to  carry  out-  this  work  and  material 
aid  short  of  any  direct  cash  grant,  to  the  Council's  Road  Safety 
Committee  and  to  the  Road  Safety  Committee  (and  Mr*  Trevor  Lloyd,  its 
Secretary)  of  Gelligaer  U*D.C*  To  the  members  of  No*  2 Area  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement,  and  I should  imagine  to  the  majority

A survey  was  made  of  all  the  houses  in  the  area  and  a list  was 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Council,  of  houses  which  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  It  was  estimated  that  the  number  of  unfit  houses  in 
the  Urban  District  of  Bedwellty  was  75,  and  that  the  Council  proposed  to 
secure  the  demolition  of  these  buildings  within  5 years.

COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  routine  survey  of  Council  houses  was  carried  out  by  this 
Department,  special  attention  being  paid  to  general  cleanliness  of  the 
houses  and  the  upkeep  of  gardens. 

Prospective  tenants  -for  Council  houses  were  visited  and  their 
premises  inspected  for  cleanliness,  before  entry  into  the  Council  houses. 
If  the  prospective  tenants  lxved  outside  the  Urban  area,  enquiries  were 
made  by  the  respective  adjoining  local  authority.  Transfers  from  one 
house  to  another  were  also  inspected. 

These  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  Mr. 

A.E.  Morris. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  Council  houses  is  being  maintained 
by  the  majority  of  tenants  and  only  in  a very  small  minority  was  it  found 
necessary  to  cleanse  the  premises.  In  two  cases,  the  Council  gave  tenants 
notice  to  quit  because  their  houses  were  not  kept  clean,  but  immediately 
the  notices  v/ere  served  the  houses  were  cleansed  to  our  satisfaction,  and 
the  notices  v/ere  withdrawn. 


It  is  still  to  be  deplored  that  certain  tenants  seem  to  take  no 
interest  in  the  surrounds  and  gardens  of  the  houses.

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purchase  water  from  the  Tredegar  Urban  District  Council 

6 samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  supplies  proved 

satisfactory.)

There  is  still  evidence  of  pollution  in  the  two  rivers  in  the  area, 
mainly  due  to  washings  from  local  collieries  and  in  many  cases  from 
refuse  dumped  by  householders* 

The  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Board  is  giving  this  matter  their 
attention.  Rat  infestation  of  the  river  banks  is  being  carefully 
watched  and  the  Rodent  Operators  of  the  adjoining  local  authorities  co- 
operate with  your  operator  in  the  work  of  disinfestation, 

PET  ANIMALS  - SHOPS 

The  Pet  Animals  Act  1951 9 came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1952* 
The  provisions  of  the  Act.,  designed  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals, 
required  amongst  other  things,  the  licensing,  with  certain  exceptions, 
of  pet  shops*  There  is  only  one  establishment  in  your  district  selling 
pets  as  a side  line* 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  a deputation  from  the  Council  waited  upon  the 
officials  of  the  National  Coal  Board  at  Ystrad  Mynach  and  discussed  the 
question  of  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  grit  deposited  in  the  Aberbar- 
goed  area  from  the  National  Coal  Board  Power  House*  The  deputation  were 
informed  that  the  Board  were  considering  certain  alterations  to  the  grit 
arresting  apparatus  and  other  appropriate  measures  to  combat  the  alleged 
nuisance* 

The  Council,  during  the  year,  became  Members  of  the  National  Smoke 
Abatement  Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  Housing  and  Public  Health 
Commitxee  (Councillor  Idris  Bowen)  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
being  elected  to  represent  the  Council. on  the  South  Wales  and  Monmouth- 
shire Division*  Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a member  of  the 
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Executive  Committee  for  South  Wales 


Samples  of  deposits  from  the  atmosphere  were  collected  in  the 
apparatus  fixed  near  Commin  Road,  Aberbargoed.  These  samples  show  the 
deposit  of  grit,  smoke  and  sulphur  in  the  air  over  that  particular  area. 

The  samples  are  taken  every  month  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff, 
and  the  results  sent  to  our  Department  and  to  the  Department  of  Industrial 
and  Scientific  Research,  London.  The  deposit  gauge  also  records  the  rain- 
fall in  that  particular  spot.  The  figures  are  used  in  conjunction  with 
those  of  a position  in  Bargoed  and  of  course  vary  according  to  prevailing 
winds.

These  duties  cover  a wide  range  and  include  the  inspection  of  meat 
and  other  foods,  as  to  their  fitness  for  human  consumption,  the  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  milk?  ice  cream,  water,  etc<>  The  work  also 
embraces  the  inspection  of  premises  of  all  kinds  at  which  food  is  manu- 
factured, prepared  stored  or  sold,  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  that  the 
highest  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  maintained  not  only  in  relation  to  the 
premises  but  also  of  the  food  handlers  employed,  and  the  vehicles  used  for 
the  transport  and  distribution  of  food.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  these  premises  in  your  area  is  maintained  at  a 
reasonably  high  level.  The  public  are  becoming  more  hygiene-concious  and 
the  traders  are  co-operating  with  the  Department  on  matters  concerned  v/ith 
clean  food.

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D«  MEAT  INSPECTION 


Th9re  are  no  public  or  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The 
meat  supply  for  this  area  comes  from  slaughterhouses  situated  in  adjoining 
Urban  Areas,  One  of  the  main  sources  of  meat  supply  to  this  district  is 
the  Maesycwmmer  slaughterhouses  situated  in  the  Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban 
Council  area.  The  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  at  this  slaughterhouse 
by  a full  time  qualified  meat  inspector.  The  meat  is  distributed  to 
parts  of  the  districts  of  four  local  authorities,  consisting  of  approx- 
imately 100,000  population.  The  four  authorities  are  responsible  for  a 
portion  of  the  Inspector's  salary,  the  County  Council  paying  one-half  of 
the  annual  salary. 

The  upper  section  of  the  Bedwellty  area  is  supplied  with  meat  from 
the  Tredegar  slaughterhouse  and  a slaughterhouse  in  Brynmawr.  The  meat 
at  the  Tredegar  slaughterhouse  is  inspected  by  a qualified  meat  and  food 
inspector  employed  wholly  by  the  Tredegar  Urban  Council,  and  the  meat  at 
the  Brynmawr  slaughterhouse  was,  until  recently,  inspected  by  a full  time 
meat  and  food  inspector.  At  the  time  of  making  this  report,  there  was  no 
full  time  inspector  employed.

S.  FOOL  AND  DRUGS  ACTS  - SAMPLING 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.V/.  Prosser,  Chief  Inspector,  Weights  and 
,3  Department,  Monmouthshire  County  Council,  for  the  report  on  the 
work  done  by  the  Department  in  1954 > under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  in  the 
Bedwellty  Urban  Area. 

95  samples  of  food  were  procured  at  Aberbargoed,  Argoed,  Blackwood, 
Fleur-de-lis,  Hollybush,  Pengam  and  New  Tredegar.  They  consisted  of  70 
milks,  18  other  foods,  3 ice  creams  and  4 beers. 

The  Public  Analyst  certified  all  these  samples,  with  the  exception 
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of  2 mi. Ik?  and  1 ice  cream,  to  be  up  to  the  standards  required.  The  first 
milk  sample  was  deficient  in  fats  and  solids  not  fat,  but  the  second  sample, 
which  was  an  "Appeal  to  Cow"  sample,  proved  that  the  first  was  of  abnormal 
composition. 

The  one  sample  of  ice  cream  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  manufacturer  and  he  was  convicted 
and  fined  £3.  0.  Od. , with  £20  2.  Od. , costs.  The  average  fat  content 
was  3*65^  and  the  solids  not  fat  8«70?&* 

F.  PUBLIC  HOUSES  AND  CLUBS

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  following  points: - 

(a)  Provision  of  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  to  the  bars. 

(b)  Condition  of  glasses  (cleanliness  or  chipped). 

(c)  Decoration  of  servery  and  cellars. 

(d)  General  condition  and  sufficiency  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

(e)  Condition  of  sink  and  washing  up  arrangements. 

(f)  Condition  of  beer  pipes  and  pumps. 

(g)  General  state  of  repair. 

In  29  of  the  premises,  the  general  condition  was  satisfactory  in 
every  respect,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  nearly  every  one  of  the 
Public  Houses  and  Clubs  there  is  a decided  improvement  in  the  question  of 
cleanliness  of  the  premises.  During  the  inspections,  co-operation  has 
been  shown  by  landlords  and  stewards  to  improve  conditions  and  to  carry 
out  any  recommendation.

If  the  public  will  demand  clean  glasses,  clean  accommodation  for 
drinking  etc. , it  will  play  an  important  part  in  influencing  the  landlord 
or  steward  in  the  right  manner. 

G.  CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS  AND  RESTAURANTS 


Inspections  were  made  of  all  the  premises  in  the  area  where  meals 
are  prepared  and  consumed.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  caterers 
are  realising  why  cleanliness  is  so  important.  The  greatest  single  factor 
in  maintaining  cleanliness  and  safety  is  the  mental  attitude  of  those  who 
handle  food.  If  they  have  food  hygiene  at  heart  they  will  ultimately  see 
that  their  utensils  are  clean.  One  of  the  biggest  faults,  especially  in 
the  smaller  restaurants,  is  the  very  limited  space  allowed  for  the 
kitchen.  They  tend  to  become  congested  during  the  preparation  of  meals.
